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It seems a reasonable —proposi- 
tion that in war time there should 
be no sueh thing as ‘‘making 
money’; that a decent living is all 
any citizen should expeet, and that 
the surplus should go into the war 
chest. That is an ideal condition 
of national service whieh the 
Canadian people have not shown 
that they ean voluntarily lve up 
to. But the State is entitled to 
demand that eondition of service

| declared the present situation 
serious as to require the utmost 
sacrifice of which our people are 
capable. “That requirement will 
not be met unless the taxation 
system of the country is so revised 
as to take more from the man who 
is ‘“*making money” and 
the demand upon the one who 
already struggling to make ends 
meet, An ineome tax for war 
purposes, accompanied by a sharp 
reduction of the “tariff on the 
necessaries of life, would seem to 
ineet the ease,

A correspondent—who has had 
experience of what it means to the 
man in khaki—points out that 
when our battalions were going 
away the streets were  thronged 
by cheering thousands, but that 
when the wounded man returns 
from the front he is greeted by 
little or no popular demonstration 
of weleome. That is true, — It is 
also unavoidable. The men went 
away in battalions; they return in 
small groups. The departures 
were oeeasional events; the small 
groups of wounded arrive daily, 
at all hours of the day and night. 
The departure of a battalion was 
usually pretty widely known 
throughout the city beforehand ; 
the arrival of a company of re- 
turned men is usually not known 
long enough in advance to allow 
sufficient publicity. That there 
ure not crowds on the streets to 
welcome returning men cannot be 
held to show that there is any lack 
of interest in them on the part of 
the publie; certainly not that the 
people of the city are indifferent 
to the soldier's fate when he is no 
longer able to fight. ‘It is simply 
a matter of practical impossibility 
to get up a crowd every day on 
short notice. But that there is a 
marked contrast between the  cde- 
parture and the home-coming 
unquestionable, and that it 1s 
felt by the men there can be no 
doubt, Means should be taken to 
dispel any feeling in the minds of 
the returned men that the contrast 
is in any sense due to indifference, 
That could be done by holding 
public reeeptions at stated inter- 
vals—say once a month—when the 
people of the city would be given 
an opportunity to meet the men 
who have returned in the interval, 
and to make them know how real 
ly their services are appreciated, 
and how anxious those for whom 
they have fought are to help them 
{ in any way that may be possible. 

The results of such gatherings 
would be not merely sentimental, 
but very practical. They would 
bring the returned soldier and the 
employer of labor directly into 
contaet, aud would keep the em 


is 


ployers of the city continuously 
mindful of their opportunity 
help in the good work of re-estab- 
lishing the diseharged soldiers in 
the conditions of civilian life. 


Who encored March? 

It may help to an understanding 
of the sudden reversal of policy to 
note that ‘‘free wheat’> was not 
proclaimed until the bylk of last 
seasons crop had passed out of 
the hands of the farmers.”

Our boule 
vards should be the enevy of other 
western cities. Some of them are, 
Others are far from it. And on 
some of these as much money has 
been spent for boulevarding as on 
those which are avenues of beauty. 
Natural causes are responsible. in 
disappointing 
others, and 


some cases for the 
results, negleet in 
sheer vandalism or unrestrained 
childish prankishness for the 
balance. Clearly something must 
be done if money spent in street 
beautification is not to be wasted, 
if our streets are to be made as 
uniformly beautiful as they could 
and should be, and if im- 
portant of all—the  on-eoming 
generation is to imbibe the idea 
that civie property is something to 
take pride in and take care of. 
Perhaps that idea Would be more 
effectively cultivated—in both the 
grown-ups and the voungsters—if 
the property owner were made 
responsible for the boulevard in 
front of his premises, given the 
necessary authority to prevent the 
sod and trees being destroyed, and 
required to make good any dam- 
age done to them from other than 
natural and aecidental causes. 
Atter all, the property owner is 
the party mostly benefitted by 
these improvements, and the party 
in best position to protect them; 
and why should the city have to 
replace trees destroyed by his chil- 
dren, and repair damages to boule- 
vards caused by teamsters driving 
over them to deliver coal or wood 
at his premises?
